It did so in be- 
half of America's young manhood. Mr. 
Elaine has no use for military train- 
ing, and for that matter probably little 
that the American Legion represents.

OUR "FOUR XAVIES" 


Mr. Hoover said recenlJy that "we 


have the most antiquated organization 
and administration in our government 
that we have in any kind of activity in 
the United States" and that it is "woe- 
fully inefficient as the result of 100 
years of accumulated negligence. In 
a speech on the same day Mr. Roose- 
velt, Democratic candidate for vice 
president made a similar criticism,

partmental system now obtaining in 
almost every branch of the govern- 
ment. Again und again we went be- 
fore the lawmakers seeking statutory 
authority to go ahead and reorganize 
many departments which are draining 
the public purse. For reasons purely 
political, however, \ve received no 
help." 


If the need of reorganization on more 


modern lines has been ignored for a 
whole or half a century, who is to 
blame. It is true that the Democrats 
had congressional majorities 
from 


1913 
to 1918 but the Republicans were 


in power 44 years out of the 52 years 
between 1801 and 1913. Obviously 
both parties have neglected this im- 
portant matter.

MISQUOTED 


The controversy between the White 


House and Senator Spencer of Missou- 
ri over a statement attributed to Mr. 
Wilson in an address he made at the 
eighth plenary session of the Paris 
peace conference ends where it was 
perfectly obvious it would end when 
the president issued a denial of the 
statement. 
Our presidents, of what- 


ever party, are not in the habit of mis- 
representing facts or of uttering false- 
hoods. 
It is easy for. and it seems to 


be the habit of. irresponsible politi- 
cians to make wild and reckless asser- 
tions which will not bear investigation. 


Many unfair and palpably distorted 


accusations have been made against 
President Wilson, like those made 
against 
Lincoln, 
Roosevelt 
and 


others of our presidents who served in 
critical periods of the nation's history, 
but for trie most part they are gener- 
alities which are accepted or rejected 
at the time as the prejudices or ani- 
mosities of the public may incline. 
The terms "usurper," "autocrat." "dic- 
tator," and the like have been applied 
to most of our strong presidents; even 
worse epithets have been vented upon 
some of our greatest. 


Mr. Wilson was accused by Senator 


Spencer of having said at the peace 
conference, directing his remarks to 
the representatives of Serbia, Rumania 
and Czecho-Slovakia, "if anv nation 
ever invades your territory I will send 
the American army across the. seas to 
defend your boundary lines." Mr. 
Wilson sent a telegram to the senator 
characterizing the statement as "false.'' 
In reply Senator Spencer called for the 
stenographic record, alleging the notes 
on the eighth plenary session reported 
the president as saying: "You must not 
forget that it is force that is the final 
guarantee of the peace of the world. 
If the world is again troubled the Unit- 
ed States will send to this side of the 
ocean their army and their fleet" The. 
president has given out the stenograph- 
ic record of his address and this is what 
he said: 


How fan 
••> power like- the United States, for 


example—and I <;in •-•peak for no other—after 
signing the trr-aty if it contains elements which 
they do not beliuve will be permanent, go three 
thousand miles away across the hea and report 
to its people that it has m;ulo a settlement of the 
peace of the world'' It cannot do so. 
And yet 


there underlies all of these transactions the ex- 
pectation on the parr, for example, of Rumania, 
and of Czecho-Slovakia and of Serbia that if any 
covenants of this settlement are not observed, 
the United States will send her armies and her 
navies to see that they are observed. 


The incident ends with establishment 


of the fact that llio president was mis- 
quoted, that an entirely false statement 
which he never uttered, was attributed 
to him. The canard originated in the 
senate, where there is so much loose 
talk one seldom knows what to believe 
or what discount to place- upon politi- 
cal debate. 
The president made no 


promises of the character alleged, he 
was simply slating a principle appli- 
cable to the covenant of an entirely 
dif- 


ferent character. The country will do 
well to remember that presidents, who 
are responsible for what they say. al- 
ways know what they say and do not 
misrepresent their utterances.

These 
periods of good nature were interrupted frequently 
by periods of depression and melancholy, when she 
would shed tears over nothing at all. She com- 
plained, too, that the Ouija bonrd brought to her 
ears many vulgar and profane words which she. 
could not repeat. 


Now the etuestion arose in this woman's husband's 


mind whether she was entirely sane. But not until 
the strange behavior had continued for abdut a year. 
It proved that she was quite insane. 
And the bus- 


band insists that it was all brought on by the Ouija 
board. 


Is there a form of insanity which may be termed 


dementia Ouija. 


There undoubtedly is. but the case described is 


not an example. 


The insanity with which this woman was afflicted 


was coming to her, even had she never heard of the 
Ouija board. The Ouija board was not a factor, but 
merely an instrument of her mental aberration. 


Dementia Ouija usually does not manifest itself 


in the form of frank delusions or halucinations, but 
rather in an insidious way. The victim first re- 
gards the instrument with amusement, later with 
interest, still later with mystification and finally, 
when the mind is sufficiently debased by the insane 
business, with actual reverence. 


Between sanity and insanity there is no clear or 


sharply drawn dividing line such as courts of law 
would have. We are all more or less sane or in- 
sane. Unless we strive to maintain good balance our 
streak of insanity is liable to show up on us at any 
time. The Ouija board craze brings out the streak 
in a lot of otherwise fairly sane individuals. If, now 
and then, one goes quite dippy over the Ouija board, 
that is merely coincidence. Nevertheless, it is a 
sin and shame that people dare even admit the waste 
of time they devote to the Ouija board. That sort of 
inexcusable extravagance ought to cost about forty 
dollars a second.

fought political buttle of 
American 


history was the campaign of 1896 in 
which William McKlnley of.Ohio van- 
quished William Jennings Bryan of 
Nebraska. 
The fact that McKinley 


was re-elected with ease in -his second 
campaign against Bryan, and 
that 


the Republican majorities 
of 1896 


look so great on paper, has caused 
many men of short memory to be- 
lieve that McKinley won his first 
election' without great difficulty. 


In that year the Democratic nomi- 


nee. Mr. Bryan, made the most re- 
markable speaking campaign 
ever 


undertaken by anyman. In the same 
year, the Republican campaign mana- 
ger. Mr. Hanna, spent five times as 
much money as had ever been spent 
before, in a presidential race. 
The 


Republican campaign was conducted 
with such consummate skill that the 
name of Mark Hanna will live 
for 


years as that of the best political gen- 
eral the country has produced. 


The year 1896 Was a" year of poli- 


tical revolution. Both of the leading 
parties underwent great changes, and 
the number of 
independent 
voters 


was increased a thousand fold. 
Mr. 


Cleveland's second administration be- 
gan with the country on the verge of 
a financial crash. "The blow decend- 
ed and the panic of 18!)3 
was 
on. 


The money question, which both par- 
ties had so carefully side-stepped for 
so many years was presented in such 
a way that the administration could 
not avoid taking a 
position. 
Mr. 


Cleveland and his cabinet decided to 
place the country squarely on 
the 


gold standard, and to disregard the 
petty sops which had been thrown to 
silver. 
The Treasury regulations ac- 


complished this purpose long before 
the McKinley administration came in. 


Democrats in Control 


For the first time since the first 


part of 
Buchanan's 
administration 


the Government was in the control 
of the Democrats, that party having 
the President and a majority in both 
Houses of Congress. Mr. Cleveland 
called Congress together an-1 urged 
the repeal of the 
silver 
purchasing 


clause of the Sherman Act. which 
would 
finally 
"demonetize" 
silver. 


Hip party did not agree with him on 
that subject, and it was with tho 
greatest difficulty that his 
purpose 


was accomplished. 


President Cleveland had been 
an 


exemplar of civil service reform and 
was opposed to "pernicious activity" 
m politics, out he went to the extreme 
of the use of patronage as a club to 
drivA the repeal bill through Con- 
gress. 
Even then, it was done only 


by the help of eastern 
Republican 


votes. It left his party hopelessly di- 
vided. 


The Democratic landslide which re- 


elected Cleveland was the result of 
popular disapproval of the McKinley 
Tariff Bill of 1890. 
After the terrific 


tight on the silver purchasing clause 
repeal, the Democratic Congress en- 
deavornd to enaet a Democratic tariff 
bill. The party was already torn as- 
under and could 
act 
with 
unani- 


mity. The result was the passage of 
the Wilson Bill, which Mr. Cleveland 
permitted to become a, law without 
his signature. 


As the people had condemned the 


McKinley Bill six months after it was 
passed and before its effect 
could 


possibly have been felt, by the elec- 
tion of the Democratic House in 1890, 
so the Wilson Bill, charged with re- 
sponsibility lor a panic which was 
on before tho bill was written, 
re- 


sulted m the overwhelming Repub- 
lican congressional victory of 1894. 


A Year of Split Parties 


All through the three years of the 


Cleveland Administration leading up 
to tho campaign of 1S9G there was 
constant strife m both parties. 
For 


a time it seomed that the Republi- 
cans would declare for free silver and 
that the Democrats 
would 
follow 


their President in advocacy for the 
gold standard. Then it poemo-l that 
both parties would declare for the 
gold standard and tho 
silver 
hosts 


would enroll under the 
tanner 
of 


Populism. 
Tho Republicans felt cer- 


tain that they could win on tho pros- 
perity issue, and bv 
denouncing 
the 


Cloi-oland administration for its. issii^ 
of $262.000,000 of bonds in "time or 
profound peace " But 
they 
didn't 


want to split their own forces by tak- 
ing sulos in tho money fight. 


Mr. Mc-Kmloy and Speaker Thomas 


R. Rood wero tho lending candidates 
for tho 
Republican 
nomination 
for 


President. 
Mr. McKinley 
had 
the 


good fortune 
In have Mark Hanna 


for his political captain. 
Hanna or- 


ganized tho states and 
took 
oven 


Now England away from flood long 
before the convention mot. Mr. Han- 
na wa.s afraid of tho money question 
and Mr. MoKinloy was committed by 
his record to "bimetallism " 
So tho 


Ohio leaders attempted to "straddle" 
the issue once more. Tho Ohio state 
platform contained a dolphk- 
utter- 


ance on tho money 
question 
which 


said nothing. 


But when the national convention 


met at St. Louis. Mr. Hanna 
found 


that tho question was ono which was 
too big 
to bo 
straddled. 
Senator 


Thomas C. Plait of Now York forced 
Hanna to nocopr a 
gold 
standard 


platform. 
It was later mddifiod by

Westerners Bolted 


When the gold plank was adopted, 


thirty-four western Republican dele- 
gates, headed by Senator Teller 
of 


Colorado, Senator Cannon of 
Utah, 


and Senator Dubois of Idaho, walked 
out of the convention and into the 
Democratic party. All over the coun- 
try there were Republicans who loud- 
ly proclaimed the fact that the^ had 
bolted' the nomination of McKinley. 
A national silver Republican con- 
vention 
w,as called. 
Mr. 
Hanna, 


chosen chairman 
of 
the 
national 


committee, knew thaf he had a great 
job ahead of him and he set to work*. 


The Democratic Convention, met in 


Chicago. The Cleveland wing of the 
party controlled the national commit- 
tee, but the recommendations of that 
body were swept aside on the first 
vote and it was clear that the silver 
men controlled the convention. A re- 
solution commending the then pres- 
ent Democratic Convention was voted 
down with vengeful hoots. 
No man 


was ever hated more than the Demo- 
cratic National Convention of 
1896 


hated Grover Cleveland, the 
Demo- 


cratic President of the United States. 


Leading free silver advocates like 


Richard P. Bland of Missouri 
and 


John R. McLean of Ohio were con- 
testing for; the 
nomination. 
The 


story of their defeat Is a most fami- 
liar bit of political history. 
William 


Jennings Bryan, who had reported 
the St. Louis convention which nomi- 
nated McKinley, 
for 
a 
Nebraska 


newspaper, came to Chicago at the 
head of a contesting delegation. He 
was given a seat. 
Then came the 


.great debate on the 
platform, 
the 


eastern 
Democrats 
fighting 
hard 


against tho majority. 
In that de- 


hate. Mr. Bryan, then only thirty- 
six years old. slim of figure and full 
of mane, leaped into world-wide fame 
in a moment. The famous "crown of 
thorns and cross of gold" speech, 
whether the figure was 
borrowed 


j from 
Representative 
McCall 
of 


Massachusetts or not. sent that con- 
vention wild. 
Bryan was nominat- 


ed. 


Triumph of the Boy Orator 


A little later the Populists and the 


Silver Republicans 
also 
nominated 


"tho Poy Orator of the Platte." The 
The Cleveland Democrats 
called 
a 


convention at Indianapolis and or- 
ganized the ''National 
Democracy." 


General John M. Palmer of Illinois, 
a soldier of the Union, was nominat- 
ed for President with General Simon 
Bolivar Buckner of 
Kentucky. 
a 


soldier of the Confederacy, for Vice 
President. 
They polled but few votes, 


the majority of the gold Democrats 
voting straight for McKinly. 


Bryan soon hegan his unprecedent- 


ed and unequalled campaign" tour. 
Ho did not then possess the suavity 
of his later years, but ho was might- 
ilv in earnest. 
No other man 
has 


ever aroused the enthusiasm which 
he created in that 
campaign. 
He 


spoke to over five 
million 
people, 


malfing over a 
thousand 
separate 


speeches. 
Tn the first part of the 


campaign he travelled in 
ordinary 


day coaches, the railroads making it 
as hard for him as possible. Toward 
tho ond of the 
ca.mpa.ign the rail- 


roads relented and he was enabled to 
get a private car. He was without 
money and in his groat canvass was 
sometimes forced to borrow the price 
of a ticket to the next stopping place. 


Against 
this 
terrific 
campaign, 


which seemed to be sweeping 
the

na planned the great "campaign of 
education."

done to turn that defeat

overwhelming victory of 
November 


was rluo to the political sagacity of 
Maroiif A. TTanna. 


Bryan's appeals to the 
people of 


every sootion. tho enormous popu- 
lar interest in his personality and the 
picturesqucness of his campaign, on 
tho ono side, and the efforts of the 
Republicans to reach every voter with 
campaien 
literature 
and 
personal 


argument on the other side, resulted 
in a widespread popular interest in 
politics such as 
had 
never 
been 


known. 


While tho campaign was decisive, 


and while it praoticallv settled 
tho 


money question for all time, defeat 
did not diminish the popularity of 
tho Democratic standard-bearer, who 
has e'vor since stood high in the coun- 
cils of his 
party. 
McKinley 
was 


chosen President and his administra- 
tion witnessed tho return of 
pros- 


perity, tho greatest tho country has 
over known. 
After all, riot the least 


among tho Republican assets of ISOfi 
was tho fact that the panic of 1S!)3 
camo during ,a Democratic
